Simon Says Nothing New

Nell Simon fans who go to 
see Chapter Two, currently 
playing at the Atwater Odeon 
Cinema, will not be 
disappointed by this latest 
offering. However, if yet 
another film about that 
time-worn, cllché-ridden 
subject of American marriage 
Isn't your bag, then you are 
out of luck. 

Simon has just about 
exhausted the possibilities 
inherent In light comedies of 
manners about Big Apple 
culture vultures. Chapter Two 
should be the last of this 
breed. Undoubtedly, It won't 
be. Simon's sentimental 
escapism usually succeeds In 
striking that responsive chord 
In the audience that 
guarantees continued 
success.

Waiting for Beckett

The Canadian Association 
For Irish Studies held its 
thirteenth annual International 
seminar at the University of 
Western Ontario In London 
last week. There were twelve 
papers presented on 
everything from nationalism 
and language in Ireland to the 
country's great literary 
contribution. The poet William 
Butler Yeats and the novelist 
James Joyce still cast the 
longest shadows over the Irish 
. literary world. While there . 
were three lectures Involving 
Joyce’s work, Yeats, the 
subject of two of the papers, 
was mentioned in almost 
every discussion. Romantic 
Ireland was the proposed 
theme of the conference and 
there were many stirring 
glimpses of that spirit. 

They call London the Forest 
City because its wide streets 
are so generously shaded. 
Amid all the drink and the 
poetry. It did seem as 
enchanted as Shakespeare’^ 
Forest of Arden.’ The first 
romantic Irishman we met was 
John McGahern who read two 
of his stories about casual 
X. McGaharii looks 



just enough like Dylan 
Thomas and the music of his ^ 
voice casts a spell. One 
particular tale, "My Love, My 
Umbrella", brought the house 
down with its deadpan 
dialogue and its spare 
narrative about a young couple 
making love in the Dublin rain. 
Look for McGahern In The New 
Yorker this spring. 

The next romantic Irishman 
we met was of Toronto stock. 
Darkly attired and looking as 
merry as Allen Ginsberg, he 
shook my hand and introduced 
himself in Gaelic. We 
discussed the lectures and I 
said I preferred not to be read 
to. "I’d much rather that they 
just put the notes aside and 
get up and preach," I said. 

"Well I'll be preaching on 
Saturday," my balding 
companion offered with a grin. 
His forehead, large and round, 
loomed up like a shiny hull of 
a fifties’ Chevrolet. 

I remembered that there was 
a mass slated to be offered in 
Gaelic on Saturday by one 
Father Brian Keleher. ' 

"Oh,” I said, "Are you a 
. priest"?’’ 

He graciously lifted his 
thick beard and I confirmed 



my stunned speculation. 

■ That night at the Guinness 
Canada brewery, we sucked 
back pints of draught and 
gazed out the window at great 
silver vats full of the dark 
suds.

reviews. While she admits that 
“this semester they’re doing a 
much better job in supporting 
TNC", Cathy believes the- 
impetus comes from a 
semester-long feud between 
the Dally and TNC. While she 
appreciates the support the 
McGill theatre has received 
from the Montreal community, 
it Is, she believes more 
indicative of the state of 
English theatre in Montreal,' • 
rather than McGill talent. 

According to Cathy, there is 
a new interest In theatre as 
seen by a sudden exodus of 
science students. But their 
arrival In the arts is not always ' 
appreciated. The problem is 
that those people that do have 
talent are often afraid to try 
out whereas those without 
talent eagerly volunteer their 
services, "f^o one's going to 
tell you you stank except," 
Cathy adds, 'Maureen 
Peterson and no one believes 
her anyway.” Cathy also 
attributes the shortage of 
actors to the Canadian's 
concept of education which 
excludes extra-curricular 
activities. “Canadian 
students," she claims, “are so 
much more passive than 
American students and there's 
none of that electricity." While 
Cathy Is from Westmount, she 
spent several years at a 
boarding school In the States 
where she enjoyed, for 
excessive fees, close 
student-professor contact and 
excellent theatre facilities. 
“McGill," she states, 
"desperately needs a 
workshop theatre." True, 
budgets are limited, but Cathy 
I believes that more could be 



done if students would show 
some initiative. TNC provides 
a good example and should 
encourage not only Players 
but also other student 
organizations to be more 
adventuresome. “Players," 
she explains, "has the 
potential to do three times as 
much" but is constrained by 
budgets, which constantly 
require balancing, and 
box-office demands. “We're 
all learning," but, Cathy adds, 
“we can learn by our 
mistakes. 

Sheri Coman; 

COMPASSION in the CRAZED 
Innocent or crazy? Some 
knew Sheri as a sweet little 
girl, while others associate 
her with the madwoman who 
evokes'both laughter and pity. 
Yet Coman Is neither Innocent 
nor insane. She realizes that 
acting requires both time and 
work. Like Disher, she 
admires Intelligent actors and 
believes the best actor Is one 
who can evoke a sense of 
“human dignity” and purpose 
through character. 

. Sheri stresses the need for 
human interaction not only on 
the stage where the primary 
goal is “establishing a small 
community of people you 
really trust”, but also In the 
world at large.

“People’s eyes," Coman 
explains “are ten feet wide 
and eyes don’t lie.

Julia Slavin: STRUCTURE 
or STYLE? 

“Hike Julie Christie 
because she’s beautiful," 
claims Slavin as she 
suppresses a yawn by taking 
another drag on her cigarette. 

“I had to play a hollow tree 
once," she replies when 
asked about performance, 

"and what was important was 
the inner tension, and I’m 
mostly outward." Noting my 
increasing annoyance, she 
tells me that she played 
Electra In Orestes and the 
Puzzles which she quickly 
changes to The Furies. Slavin 
is a good judge of character 
and knows exactly how far 
she can push people. 

Her perceptiveness shows 
up in herwriting when she 
compares the boredom of a 
youth’s relationship to the 
doldrums of Dad’s mid-llfe 
crisis as he reads Fire on the 
Lake for the fifth time (Dear 
Occupant). 

Slavin’s primary interest is 
writing and like Coman, finds 
that acting helps herwriting. 
She first started acting when a 
friend warned her "about 
playwrights who had never 
acted." Acting quickly led to 
“tech" work which led to 
stage-managing. ..and so the 
work continues. Starting out at 
TNC, Slavin gravitated over to 
Players and right back to TNC. 
Experiencè taught her that “at 
TNC you’ll find friends," 
whereas at Players you’ll 
find...uh, tension." 

Comparing the 
performances at the two 
theatres, Slavin claims “there 
have been a lot more 
successes at TNC than there 
continued on p.13.

It’s about time that the 
people who work behind the 
scenes get some credit. With 
this in mind. The Weekly 
approached the current 
Comedy Players production at 
Tuesday Night Cafe by 
speaking first to the 
bacKStage crew. 

Props are handled by Maryjo 
Baxterand Gllah Kahm. They 
do their job efficiently, they 
say, to keep the production 
from turning into a mime 
show. Julia Slavin masters the 
lighting for the show and 
explains simply, “I light up 
their lives". Soundman Allain 
Lallouz deftly handles the 
show’s one sound effect. 
Overlooking this crew is Stage 
Manager Susan Spicer who 
co-ordinates the technical 
aspects of the show and takes 
over when the director’s work 
Is done. 

Director Janet Speigel 
stresses that the different 
crews of Comedy Players 
cannot be described as 
separate. Rather, the 
members of the comedy 
workshop work together as a 
whole. The Comedy Players is 
a group within Tuesday Night ' 
Cafe which js made up of 
students who are interested In 
comedy. The current 
production consists of eight 
skits which are written. 
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directed and acted by 
students. 

Speigel explained that all 
comedy scripts were 
submitted by students. Those 
scripts which were funny on 
paper but didn’t work on stage 
were not included in the 
production. 

“Cabbages" is a clever 
piece which follows the 
fast-talking “buy now, makes 
the perfect Christmas gift” 
Bassomatic vein. The product 
being pushed is the all 
purpose cabbage (Hallowe’en 
cabbage-o-lanter, skin 
moisturizer Oil of Cabbage, 
etc.). Announcer Michael 
Weiner is suitably loud and 
pushy. Louise Chapdelaine 
. handles different accents 
smoothly. 

"Act Natural" involves a 
case of mistaken identity In 
which Innocent bystander 
Denise GavIo Is mishandled 
by everyone passing by her at 
a bus stop. Student author 
Dan Gill presents a funny 
exercise In the Groucho 
Marx-Margaret Dumont 
tradition with “Sweet 
Nothings".

plan. Bran muffins, oy com- 
parison are reticent;' they 
simply lack charisma. And 
they look and often taste like 
garden mulch. 

Despite their obvious flaws, 
people eat bran muffins, either 
because they like them, or 
because of their medicinal 
qualities. The fibrous muffin 
particles supposedly sweep 
through the digestive tract, 
extricating and whisking away 
debris from the nooks and 
crannies of the entwined tubes. 
You know the rest. 

For some It Is that all im- 
portant final stage that makes 
a bran muffin worthwhile. Our ; 



Panel of Experts, however, felt 
unable to assess bran muffins 
on the basis of their "end" 
results. Instead, the exacting 
team, composed of a political 
scientist, an Illegal alien, a 
hotel desk clerk and a short; 
order cook qua art historian' 
chose to deal with bran 
ntufflns in their pristeen form. 

• The "perfect" bran muffin, 
according to the Panel, must 
be uniformly brown, course 
but not dry and spicy, but not 
sweet. The "superb” bran 
muffin must include raisins 
and/or dates. 

The muffins at La Bonne 
Terre, a wholesome café on 
Bishop Street, fall short of 
“perfect." They are brown, and 
they do have raisins in theqi, 
but they’re suspiciously squat 
and the Insides are dry and 
craterous. They taste O.K. and 
are palatable enough whe.i 
washed down with a lot of 
herb tea or other natural 
beverage.

Café Bbjangles on Victoria 
Street (across Sherbrooke 



from the Roddick Gates) 
creates big, fluffy, bran- 
flecked muffins that are only 
faintly spicy and contain no 
fruit whatsoever. The Art 
Historian felt the muffins 
lacked depth, but he liked the 
subtle curve of the outer crust, 
the way the light played off 
the crevices and the pointilic 
body of the muffin. 

The Student Union bran 
muffin Is small and dense. 
Some say the fibrous texture 
derives from an excessive 
wood content. It may Just be 
that these muffins are always 
stale. At 25 cents each, in- 
cluding a few paltry raisins, 
they’re a best bèt. "A muffin 
for the masses," said the 
political scientist. 

It is not surprising that bran 
muffins, with their ability to 
make light work of an often 
tedious biological function, 
should become a favorite of 
the over-sixty set. Murray’s on 
Ste. Catherine Street, across 
from Simpson’s, is the logical 
place then to find the "per- 
fect" specimen. -indeed, the 
blue-haired patrons of this 



restaurant seem to enjoy the 
dark, moist muffins, after or 
before steamed liver and peas, 
"Arribat” shouted.our illegal 
alien Panelist after one bite of 
the Murray's muffin. 

But bran muffins are not 
just a teatime treat. They're 
starting to show up at the 
chichiest social gatherings. 
And they’re inspiring a fair 
amount of debate. The authors 
of the following recipes swear 
by the results. 

The Press-Rosehberg Bran 
Muffiii 

Pre-heat oven to 400* 

1/4 cup butter (1/2 stick) 

1/2 cup brown sugar 

1/4 cup molasses 

2 eggs 

3/4 cup milk 

1 cup whole wheat (lour 

1 1/4 cups unprocessed bran 

1 1/2 tsp baking powder 

3/4 tsp baking soda 

1/2 tsp salt 

nutmeg 

cloves ■ • (improvise) 

cinnamon 

grated orange peel 

1/2cup raisins 



Cream butter and sugar; add 
molasses, eggs, milk, and stir. 
Mix dry ingredients and add to 
liquid mixture. Mix together. 
Add and mix optional (though 
really necessary) ingredients. 
Fill a greased muffin tin, bake 
for 12-15 minutes. 

Makes a dozen. 



Grandma Sutton’s muffin 
Let soak for 5-10 minutes: 

1 cup Kellogg’s All-Bran 
1 cup milk 

Sift and Mix well w/above: 
1 cup flour 
1 tsp baking soda 
1 tsp cinnamon

Perry's Planet is 
certainly one of the better 
efforts. Basically the plot 
deals with the Enterprise and 
her crew’s unexpected stop to 
Perry’s Planet to welcome It 
Into the Federation. From 
first contact, the planet seems 
deceptively peaceful. Sud- 
denly, an overexhausted crew 
finds Itself confronted with an 
unknown virus that paralyzes 
heavy emotion and a Klingon 
captain who renders an oath 
of blood against Captain Kirk 
for the death of the Klingon's 
brother. . 

To reveal to you the ending 
of this short masterpiece,youll 
have to dish out the dollar- 
and-three-bits yourself.

Jocelyn, a graduate student 
in French theatre, has only 
been at McGill for six months. 
In this time, he has' 
participated In several 
productions, been awarded a - 
Rhodes scholarship, and 
directed a play. When does he 
study? All the time because 
Jocelyn studies people, not 
print. 

Having spent a year in 
France working with several 
directors, Jocelyn came to 
Montreal partly for diversion 
and partly for pangs of guilt. 

He felt he should know more 
about the political situation In 
Quebec and flew (?) over to 
find out about it. 

Upon arrival, he discovered 
that the McGill theatre 
department left much to be 
desired. While he 
occasionally participates In 
student theatre, he spends 
most of his time going to 
French plays and films, and 
making plans fora troupe 
which he intends to start after 
he returns from England. 

But Joceiyn’s troupe will not 



such Is not the case in real 
life. It Is pot demeaning to a 
relationship to realize that It Is 
but one of a series of 
relationships entwined in a 
complex social matrix.

thought of having such a 
sordid event occur at her place 
than whether Faye Is doing the 
right thing. As well, the big 
bad world out there Is totally 
Ignored. Not even a passing 
comment about Inflation. If we 
could all be so worry-free. 

As far as the acting is 
concerned.

Partly because of 
finances, and partly because 
of a new emphasis on 
increasing actor-audience 
interaction, French theatre is 
feavlng the confines of La 
Comedle Française and 
returning to street shows. 

Small troupes are replacing 
the large theatre where actors ■ 
spend so much time 
projecting that they begin to 
lose sight of who they are 
trying to reach. 

Impressed by this change in 
perspective, Jocelyn prefers 
to work with TNC where people 
"are more willing to 
experiment", rather than 
Players which la "more of an 
established theatre". 
Commenting about actors In 
general, Jocelyn claims that It 
is essential for an actor to be 
aware of what goes on around 
him and In the world at large 
because "there Is nothing 
more deadly than somebody 
who eats, sleeps, and drinks 
theatre." 

While Jocelyn admits that 
he is somewhat guilty of this 
because he has allowed his 
other interests: music, art, 
and politics to fall by the 
wayside. It Is only a temporary 
state of affairs. This year has 
been the exception, "the new 
moment of arrival" when 
Jocelyn decided to devote his 
energy to theatre. As he 
learns the craft, he will find 
the time to rediscover his 
multiple interests. Jocelyn 



has learned what many never 
learn; multiple interests 
without a focus are just as 
useless as a focus without 
peripheral Interests to 
maintain perspective.
